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Hoe can you be so crazy? The square dance 
is in full swing. The orchestra, the caller's 
voice, the dancers, seem as one as the smooth 
pattern blends to a satisfying program of 
rhythm and beauty. 


Suddenly, the smoothness is shattered as one 
unprepared couple, unthinkingly makes a wrong 
turn in “Dive for the Oyster.” Hands are tied in 
knots. One couple faces out, the other in. The 
dishrag turn portion of the figure is only half 
completed, and the first shock of the unexpected 
brings on gales of laughter from the rest of 
the set. 

Careful not to miss anything on the dance 
floor, a tallish, rather thin man in the next set 
seems entranced by the going on. As though a 
light had been turned on some inward mechan- 
ism, he watches every move, and continues to 
watch even after the slight mistake has been 
cured and the dance continues on its way. Un- 
suspecting, of course, the couple’s only mistake 
they have made, becomes the laughter of thous- 
ands as the back page cartoon in their next 
issue of “Sets in Order.” 


SPECIAL IN 


The gentleman in the set next to you may 
well be Frank Grundeen, for he visits many 
dances, together with his wife, Ethel, and from 
the common, everyday experiences he sees on 
the dance floor, come these humorous, natural 
homey cartoons that have gone into the homes, 
hearts and scrapbooks of square dancers of 48 
States and overseas. 


Posted on the wall of a barn in El Paso. 
Texas, 1s a Grundeen cartoon showing a caller 
surprised by a bevy of hogs on his dance floor. 
In a Kansas City playroom is a Grundeen car- 
toon showing a group of Square dancers hang- 
ing from the rafters, with a caption underneath 


declaring “It happens every time I use that 
introduction ... ‘all jump up and never come 
down’.” 


Partly by demand — partly because of his own 
interest in square dancing and the fun he gets 
from doing it, Grundeen has recently added to 
the complete list of over 24 cartoons which 
have thus far appeared in various issues of ‘Sets 
in Order.” and has published his first all-cartoon 
book, “Here’s to Square Dancing.” Sixty-eight 
pages cover practically every phase of the square 
dancing picture. They follow the dancer through 
his first introduction tnto the activity. through 
the rigors of costuming, the trials of learning 
the figures, and amazement at keeping up with 
all the new material. 


Chances are you will think you find yourself 
as the subject of one of Frank’s cartoons. Al- 
though all his figures are figments of the imag- 
ination, all of his ideas come from dancing right 
along with the rest of you.

Presented in lavish proportions, a complete square dance package in one week-end, with fun as 
its main purpose seemed to be the objective, and was certainly the result of this Cow-Counties 


Square Dance Association experiment. 


LEADERSHIP 
Under the direction of the Executive Committee and presenting callers from that and neigh- 
boring areas, the two-day Jamboree featured as guest of honor, Rickey Holden of San Antonio, 
Texas. Starting at 10 o'clock Saturday morning, the Institute got under way with three different 
classes — one headed by Rickey for callers; another under the direction of Cow-Counties Presi- 
dent, Carl Anderson, geared to Club Presidents; and a third for musicians, under the watchful 


supervision of Grace Gilmore. 
First general participation took place at 1 o’clock, when Ed Gilmore, one of the Cow-Counties 


pioneer callers, headed an “Indoctrination Dance” for out-of-state visitors to get them acquainted 
with the styles and customs of Southern California dancing. Following Gilmore at 2:30, a 43-hour 
square and round dance Institute, displaying the oldest and the newest in squares and rounds 
drew over 300 individuals. Directed by Bob and Ginger Osgood, this Institute was assisted by Mar- 
guerite and Joe Clapp, Shirley and Jack Pattison and others representing the Cow-Counties and 
other Associations of Southern California. 
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BIG EVENT 

Saturday night was the big night, for not one but seven separate square dances, with top Cow- 
Counties callers and bands took over the seven largest dance areas in the San Bernardino, Red- 
lands and Riverside cities. Each dance was built upon a nucleus of one of the member clubs in 
the Cow-Counties areas. Out-of-town visitors were invited by Associations to attend each of the 
different dances. Guest of Honor, Holden, was chauffeured from one dance to another, where he 
stayed long enough to call a couple of tips and occasionally get in a bit of dancing himself. 

Sunday morning’s activities got a royal send-off with an out-of-doors breakfast under the trees 
in the park surrounding the San Bernardino Municipal Auditorium. Dancing after breakfast, a 
new “first” for many Southern Californians, proved quite popular. 

Afternoon Sunday was dedicated to the out-of-state callers, with participants representing Tuc- 
son, Arizona; Houston, Texas; and other states and ourlying districts of the California area. Guest 
of Honor, Rickey Holden, and Southern California’s pioneer caller, Carl Myles, M.C.'d this period. 


CHUCK WAGON 

A chuck-wagon spread, not soon to be equalled, was the cause of a late afternoon pause in 
square dance activities. No sooner were the dishes cleared up, however, than the biggest dance 
of all got under way. 

Several thousand dancers and spectators crowded into the San Bernardino Municipal Audi- 
torium and danced to a dozen of the local callers of the hosting area. Del Holley and Rickey Holden 
served as M.C.’s and despite the well-worn condition of many of the dancers, a most tremendous 
spirit of enthusiasm and fun prevailed for the entire evening. 

It will take a long time and much preparation and thought for anyone to surpass the outstand- 
ing job done by those in charge of the Cow-Counties Fall Festival, for foremost and above all, the 
square dancers seemed to get better acquainted, and they all had fwn/ 
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MERRY CHRISTMAS POLKA 


By Virginia Anderson and Al Becker of Los Angeles, California 


RECORD: “Merry Christmas Polka,’ Decca 24748. 
FORMATION: Couples in open dance position, inside hands held, facing CCW. 
DANCE: INTRODUCTION: 4 meas. Stand in place. 


4 meas. Starting on outside foot (man’s left, lady's right) four two-steps straight ahead, swing- 
ing arms back for face-to-face, arms forward for back-to-back). 


A. Turning and facing each other (man with back to center of circle), join both hands. 
Meas. 1. Heel and toe with forward foot to side (man’s left, lady’s right). 
Meas. 2. Step-close-step to man’s left. 
Meas. 3-4. Repeat meas. 1-2 with man’s right foot and moving to right. 
Meas. 5-8. Repeat ALL of above (first to man’s left, then right). 


B. CHorus: In closed dance position, six polka or two-steps around the circle, twirling lady on 
last two measures to open position, while man moves ahead on four walking steps. Lady’s 
left arm held through man’s right (old-fashioned promenade position ). 

INTERLUDE: Four two-steps straight ahead, drop hands and join forward hands (man’s left, 
lady’s right). 

C. Meas. 1. Heel and toe with outside foot (man’s left, lady’s right). 

Meas. 2. Step-close-step with lady turning to her left under the joined forward hands, man 
moving to outside of circle (back to line of direction). 

Meas. 3-4. Repeat heel and toe and step-close-step, with lady moving under joined hands to 
outside of circle again, man moving in. 

Meas. 5-8. Repeat meas. 1-4. 


B. CHORUS: Six polka steps around circle in closed dance position, twirling lady on last two 
measures, as man walks ahead with four steps. 
INTERLUDE in first part only: 2 meas. Couple takes two two-steps straight ahead in open 
dance position and drops hands. 


D. Meas. 1. Couple in a back to back position, man facing into the center of circle, lady facing 
out. Beginning with man’s left, lady's right foot, heel and toe and step-close-step, moving 
to man’s left. Look over shoulder at partner and flirt. 

Meas. 2-8. Repeat seven more heel and toe and step-close-step patterns. 


B. CHORUS: With variation. (In closed dance position.) 
Meas. 1-8. Eight polka or two-steps around circle. 
Meas. 9-12. In open dance position, four two-steps straight ahead. 
Meas. 13-14. Two polkas in closed dance position. 
Meas. 15-16. Twirl lady. On repeat of dance, take both hands and start anew. On end of dance, 
bow. 
This record permits the dance to be done through completely twice. However, on the repeat of 
the chorus after C, there is no interlude of two measures and you go from the six polka steps of 
the chorus and twirl of lady straight into “D” (back to back figure). 


A couple of months ago (Sets in Order, August. 1950) artist, Chuck Jones, stuck his neck out 
when he depicted in cartoon form a series of “candid shots” of women square dancers. Ever since 
then a barrage has been set up by the women, themselves (led of course by Chuck’s own wife, 
Dottie) to depict the more colorful and most remembered facts about the men So, as Chuck 
puts it “drawn under duress,” here are a few impressions of the square dancing males. 
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SEPULVEDA TUNNEL

lst and 3rd, balance and swing 
And spin your gals to the right of the ring 
Gents 2 and 4 have two gals each. 
It’s forward six and back you go 
Now the right hand high and the left hand low 
Spin those gals and let ‘em go 
Two new lines of three now at the head and feet. 
The head gents swing with the right elbow 
Optional: —‘It’s twice around on the heel and toe.” 
The sides the same, and don’t be slow 
Optional 1:—‘It’s twice around on the heel and toe.” 
Gals come forward and arch with a smile 
Girls walk forward and form an arch—No. 4 with No. 3, and No. 1 with No. 2. 
The tunnel opening ts at the No. 4 position. 
Gents promenade, go single file 


Number one gent, go three quarters ‘round and tunnel on thru 
Don’t look back, they’re following you 

Turn to the right as you circle again 

Duck your head, and the rest follow in 


When No. 1 gentleman gets 34 around he starts thru the tunnel which opening is at 
his corner position. The same will be true for all gents; their opening will be ar their 
corner position. 


The gents star left when they come thru 
While the gals star right, out there in the blue 


The gents will form a left hand star when they finish tunneling the second time. The star 
is formed opposite to the home position of the active gent. Thus; when No. | is the lead- 
off tunneler the star will be formed in the No. 3 position. . . etc. 


Turn those stars ‘til you find your maid 

Then pick her off in a star promenade 

Gents back out with a full turn around 

Put the ladies in the center, you're going to town 

Roll away with a half sashay, and the gents will star in the same old way 
Now the gals roll back to a left allemande 

And follow thru with a right and left grand. 


After the gents pick off their girls for a star promenade the caller can break it up with 
Caller’s choice. 


When first and third gents are the active men the tunnel runs from positions 4 and 2. 
When second and fourth gents are active the tunnel will run from positions | and 3. 
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3 JACK - GERTRUDE 
Me ODONNELL,

SQUARE dancing won a first-rate pair of fans 
when it caught the fancy of Jack and Ger- 
trude O'Donnell, Portland, Oregon. It was only 
three years ago that this pair of gray-haired, 
pleasant youngsters got interested. They were 
on vacation in their trailer in Arizona when 
they tried a little of the foot and fiddle stuff 
just out of curiosity. 

That was the beginning. When they got 
home, they wasted no time getting into the act 
in the City Park Bureau program. They were 
soon in Classes, clubs, and travelling exhibitions, 
and spent a couple of vacations in Pappy Shaw's 
class 1n Colorado Springs. 

Interested in earnest, they soon saw that Port- 
land lacked a real hall or home for square 
dancing. They resolved to fill that need. Now 
were happy to report that Portland square 
dancers have a new hall built exclusively and 
expressly for square dancing. It’s called, “The 
Hayloft,” this product of enthusiasm. Located in 
downtown Portland, it was opened by the 
O’Donnells on October Ist and soon had most 
of its week-night bookings taken. 

Betore Jack O'Donnell hired an architect to 
design the place, he travelled and studied the 
halls in other states and the result is a combina- 
tion of the best features of each. Visitors have 
called it the best of its kind in the country, and 
Portland fans like it 100 per cent.

The Hayloft is a one-floor building and that 
oor is of hard maple, unfinished except for 
paraffin coat and especially stressed for squares. 
It's topped off by a peach of a sound system, by 
which music and callers’ patter reach each 
square directly through speakers in the ceiling. 
Twelve speakers are so arranged. 

The 48 x 60 floor is big enough to handle 12 
squares with good elbow room. Ventilation 
changes the air every six minutes and there's a 
good heating system, too. 

Walls are of pink plaster, the ceiling white. 
Wainscoating is knotty pine finished in clear 
lacquer so as to retain the light color. The piece 
de resistance of the Hayloft decoration is the 
line of authentic Western cattle brands burned 
into the mouldings atop the wainscoating. 
O'Donnell did the burning work himself in his 
basement at home. He spent months in research 
on the brands. From thousands of brands, 
chose 335, including the HL, for Haylofr, 
occupying the No. | spot above the bandstand 
arch. 

To solve the problems of “eats” without using 
too much precious space, an ingenious set of 
long tables fold up and hang on the walls. A 
small kitchen is off in a corner. 

Remember, the Hayloft is a hobby for a pair 
of fans whose only idea ts to help others to get 
fun out of square dancing just as they do. The 
building won't ever be used for anything else, 
the genial owners say. They spent $30,000.00 
on the plaee but admission is like other hails, 
about 60 cents a head, and rental to clubs and 
parties is nominal. As Gertrude says, “We're 


not in it to make money. We'll be happy if we 
don’t lose too much. At the rate it’s catching 
on, now, I don’t see how we can lose anything.” 

Even if they do, they’re having the time of 
their lives. 
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GET-FUN: FROM YOUR SQUARES 


Along with all the serious calls that present challenge, symmetry and flow, comes another cate- 
gory we list as fun! Try this fun idea in your group. It has proved to be a real ice breaker 
wherever used: 


VARIATION ON FORWARD THREE 


First couple bow and swing and promenade the outside ring 
Lady goes half-way round again and three in line you stand 
Just the same as the regular forward three figure, with the active couple going CCW around 

the entire square, then as the man stops at his home, his partner continues half way around, to 
stand on the left side of No. 3 man. 

Forward three and three fall back 

Forward three and three stand pat 

Now the gent Do-Si around the seven 
Instead of doing a do-sa around the three facing him, the lone gent moves CW around all 
seven of the others in the set. 

The sides right and left along the line 

A right and left back, you’re doing fine 
As the lone man progresses around the outside, couples two and four do a right and left thru 
along the three in the center line; then a right and left back to place. 

Now the lone gent turns the left hand lady with the left hand ‘round 

The right hand lady with the right hand ’round 

The opposite lady with a two-hand swing 
As in the regular forward three, the active man turns his corner lady with the left arm, then his 
right-hand lady with his right forearm, the opposite lady with a regular two-hand swing. 

The opposite gentleman with the arm aroundAnd swing 4zm home 


The number 1 man takes the number 3 man as tho he were a lady and swings him back to 
No. 1 spot. Number 3 man is now a lady, and as opposite two ladies (1 and 3) move back to 
No. 3 spot, No. 1 lady becomes the man partner for No. 3 lady. 

Repeat from (A), with the second couple active, using No. 1 and 3 men as ladies when indi- 
cated. No. 2 man will swing No. 4 man (who then becomes a lady), to No. 2 spot. Number 2 
lady then becomes No. 4 man. 

From here on the fun begins. The men taking part of the ladies and vice-versa have to remem- 
ber the part they are playing. First, work the second couple to the right, and in a circle of four, 
with nothing but ladies in the four, use simple figures such as “Elbow Swing,” “Bird in the 
Cage,” “Star By the Right,” etc., breaking it up of course with a Do-Si1-Do, then return the sec- 
ond couple home. 

If the crowd is still able to walk, then send Couple No. 4 to Couple No. 1. 

This will stop the dance if nothing else does. Four men, with 2 acting the part of women, 
figures such as “I'll Swing Yours and You Swing Mine,” “Bird in the Cage,” “Right and Left 
Thru and the Ladies Change,” with a grand finale of the Do-Si-Do not only test the skill of the 
dancers, but make pretty enjoyable dancing. 

You're on your own when it comes to getting out of this picture. One partially satisfactory solu- 
tion (with fairly advanced dancers) is a single Allemande Thar and promenade the next gir] 
you come to. Every man is then with a lady — even in some cases with his own original. 
Try it some time.

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HOW A SQUARE. DANCE DRESS IS BORN 


A QUAINTLY charming little shop on Ventura Boulevard in 
the San Fernando Valley has been the scene for the coming 
to being of many square dance pretties. Kathy's Cottons, it is 
called, and presiding godmother is Faye Leiter, the designer. 
Questioned as to how she gets ideas for her creations, Faye says 
that she lets the material itself tell her what to do with it. For 
instance,in the accompanying pictures which show, step by step, 
the birth of a square dance dress, the material is white organdy 
with velvet confetti dots in green, pink, and blue. This suggested 
something light and airy, with carnival spirit. A priceless photo- 
stated copy of a Delineator for 1898 plus the latest breath of 
fashion from a Paris magazine, “Ideas”, plus Faye’s imagination 
resulted in a sketch which fits the mood of the material. 

The pattern was carefully planned and the dress then cut by 
Florence, one of Faye’s skilled seamstresses. Fitted to a dress form, 
size 12, by Delphine’s clever fingers, the fluffy idea began to take 
shape in wing-like sleeves of white organdy attached to the bodice 
bearing the gay dots. 

Delphine stitched the fluffiness together and Florence and Faye 
attached the wide, ruffled skirt on the model. Fitting was ad- 
justed, readjusted, and at last the whole bouffant “Glamour Pin- 
afore’ was ready to delight young Lynne Tucker, who expresses 
her enthusiasm in the last picture.

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ERHAPS the most unusual news for “On 
the Record” this month 1s the final issu- 
ance of perhaps the largest record list ever 
compiled on American square and round dances. 
Started well over six months ago, the 26-page 
list has been a project of The Record Square. 
When you take a look at the present-day rec- 
ord situation, you can tell what woes and tribu- 
lations beset its authors during the past few 
months. 

Perhaps the most graphic illustration to come 
in mind is to remember that a couple of short 
vears ago, square dance callers and dancers alike 
had to scramble to find anything worth while 
in the record field. There were one or two al- 
bums out and a few single records that did 
credit to the field. Very few records were made 
just for the caller of hoedown music without 
any recorded calls. For the most part, the round 
dance records contained no introductions, and 
some of them had such awkward arrangements 
that dancers were either forced to rearrange the 
dance figures or use other and less desirable 
tunes to which the old time steps could be fitted. 


In contrast today, between 25 and 50 record 
companies are pressing material for square danc- 
ing, and were happy to say, for the most part 
its well above average. Many of the new com- 
panies have been formed just for the purpose 
of producing square and round dance material. 
It is this extreme growth of the field which has 
aided immeasurably to the growth of square 
dancing. But at the same time, this same expan- 
sion has been a bit rough on those trying to 
compile an up-to-date and accurate record list. 
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Each time the list seemed to be ready to go, in 
came a brand new shipment and everything had 
to be reorganized. 

You'll enjoy this record list. A copy is being 
sent to each subscriber of “Sets in Order.” If 
you don’t subscribe,. be sure and send for a 
copy, if for no other reason than to be amazed 
at just what a tremendous thing this business 
of recording for square dancing has become. 


“Pappy Shaw reports from Colorado Springs 
that his third album of Lloyd Shaw records will 
be based on “Circle Mixers.” If recorded in the 
fine tradition set forth in the first and second 
albums, this will certainly be a most welcome 
“must for round and square dancers every- 
where. 

Incidentally, “Pappy’s” second album contains 
“The Irish Waltz’ and “Waltz of the Bells,” 
mentioned in the August Sets, together with 
“Down the Lane,” “Cruising Down the River,” 
“Goodnight Irene,” and “Sentimental Journey.” 


A new “first” for round dancers is an idea

Old Lefty is going to take this opportunity 


| to review a book. “Hillgrove’s Ballroom Guide 


and Practical Dancer—Complete Practical Guide 
to the Art of Dancing, Containing Descriptions 


| of All Fashionable and Approved Dances, Full 


Directions for Calling the Figures, Amount of 
Music Required, Hints on Etiquette and the 
Toilet” (yep, that’s the brief title) was written 
in 1863 by Thomas Hillgrove. 

After reading it, I am convinced that if we 


| are dancing grandpa’s dances he suddenly went 


berserk somewhere between the time old Tom 
writ his book and this alleged writer started 
scribbling deathless prose. 


For the man says right out in open meeting 
that “contending for positions in sets, or unduly 
loud talk is indicative of an irritable and quar- 
relsome disposition altogether unsuited for an 
occasion where all should meet with kindly feel- 
ings. (Oh la de dah!) (Parentheses mine. ) 

Amazing part about this little masterpiece of 


| Tom’s is that practically all of “Part First” and 


“Part Second” of the book are devoted to ball- 
room deportment, the correct attire for ladies 
and gents and etiquette during the figure. It 


| would be a full semester's work for modern 


beginners. 


F’r instance. Simplicity of dress is advocated 
for the ladies. “Remember,” says our boy, Tom, 
“that men look to the effect of dress in setting 
off the figure and countenance of a lady—rather 
than the cost.’ Now that’s a point I’ve been 
trying to get over to my Pretty Little Taw for 
years. On the other hand, how could any figure 


set off anything underneath all those petticoats? 


Anyhow, all the gents needed in the way of 
attire was a black suit and “to provide them- 
selves with gaiters, pumps, or dancing shoes — 
more desirable than boots worn in the street, 
because an accumulation of dust is to be 
avoided.”

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THE DOUBLE SQUARE 


Proving quite successful and a lot of fun in 
Southern California is “The Double Square.” It 
goes something like this. 


Have every set on the floor join with another 
set, making a total of 8 men and 8 ladies in the 
square. Square the sets, with two couples in each 
one of the four positions in the square. Now, 
have each of the men stand together with the 
two ladies in each one of the couple positions 
together on the gentlemen's right. The two men 
link arms or put their arms around the other 
gentlemans waist to act as one man. The two 
ladies do the same to act as one lady. In this 
way you have a square made up of a bunch of 
double individuals. Each double person has one 
free arm. This arm is the portion of the body he 
or she is to use in doing any of the figures. For 
instance, in an Allemande Left, the man and the 
lady on the left side of the double couples use 
their left hands; when the couples come back to 
face their partner, their right hand side of the 
doubles is extended and joined. 


In order to swing two double couples (each 
individual ), join hands in a circle. Put the right 
foot into the center and with the left foot buzz 
around to the left. This is the swing. 


You have to. do considerable thinking to 
puzzle out some of the figures. Most enjoyable 
from both the participation and the spectator 
standpoint is the Right and Left Grand, follow- 
ing an Allemande Left. Once practiced slowly, 
an entire dance, using any figure thrown as 
“hash” makes for a considerable challenge to 
the dancers and caller alike. 

Try it. You'll have fun.

bs the unique side of today’s record reviews 
comes a release from the Stylemaster Com- 
pany, a group headed by Caller, Bill Mooney. 
The unusual is a ‘surprise package’ for 
square dancers, designed to take the anticipa- 
tion out of square dance records. This square 
dance disc will make you look twice when you 
see it for the first time. Very closely grooved, it 
seems to be crowded on its recorded surface. 
Look at it closely, or play it once or rwice, and 
you will find the reason why. Not one, but three 
series of grooves spiral across the face of the 
disc. By putting your needle on at the beginning, 
you have a chance of hitting any one of three 
different grooves. The one you hit will be car- 
ried thru the balance of the record. You will 
dance whatever call comes up. Finishing that 
one, you start over again and take a chance to 
get into another groove and get another call. 
Each of the three series start in the same man- 


ner, so the dancer has no idea what is coming.

the ladies’ sitting room or wait at the door of 
the dressing room. If the gentleman arrives 
first he waits at the door of the ladies’ dressing 
room. But to enter or presume to look in (the 
dressing room, that is) is an outrage not to be 
overlooked or forgiven.’ (No comment, you 
cads. } 

In Uncle Tom’s day the dance usually began 
with a march, after which the entire company 
was seated. They took their places on the floor 
only on a trumpet call (all same Santa Anita) 
Or on announcement by the “Mahstah of Cere- 
monies’ (the caller, no doubt. ) 

“If prudent,’ our author cautions, “one should 
not enter a quadrille without knowing the figure 
and a few of the steps.’ What? No walk- 
through? 

“While dancing, a lady should consider her- 
self engaged to her partner and is not at liberty 
to hold flirtations between figures.” The way 
they hash ‘em up nowadays, that would make 
for a lot of flancees during a hoedown. 

“Strict attention should be paid to the dance, 
but not so marked as to appear that the atten- 
tion is to keep from making a mistake.” Be 
blase about the whole thing, chum.

SOME BITS ABOUT BOOKS 


Just recently off the press are several new 
square and round dance books which should 
prove interesting to folks everywhere, and a 
certain “must” to those who collect this sort of 
thing. 

First of all, a most wonderful contribution 1s 
the second edition by Raymond Smith, entitled 
“Raymond Smith’s Collection of Square Dances 
and Mixers.” It is a supplement to Raymond 
Smith’s Square Dance Handbook, containing 
some of the old-timers. The book features pri- 
marily the newer and most challenging square 
dances, including “Boots and Calico,” “Cattle 
Call,” “Cindy,” “Estes Whirl,” “Four Bachelor 
Boys,” ‘Sashay Out and Sides Cut In,’ and 
“Timber. ” 

All in all, there are over 45 calls, several 
Allemande breaks, mixers, and lots of interest- 
ing bits of patter, as well. The book sells for 
$1.50. (You can get it at The Record Square if 


/ your local book dealer doesn't carry it. ) 


Shooting across now to the Atalantic Sea- 
board, we find two recent contributions to the 
square dancing library, written by Rod LaFarge 
of New Jersey. 

The first of Rod’s two books is entitled “Six- 
teen Singing Calls.’ They are original "Jersey 
style” singing calls, with lots of new figures — 
some old tunes and some new. The dances tn- 
clude “The Blue Velvet Band,” The Jersey 
Whirl,” “Four Ladies Chain,’ “Arches Over,’ 
“Working on the Railroad,” “Saratoga,” “The 
New Apple Tree,” “The Blackbird,” “The Trav- 
eling Salesman,” “Forward Heads, Sides Divide,” 
“Roll the Barrel,” “Billy Boy,’ “Rambling 
Wreck,” “Careless Love,’ “Old Kentucky Home” 
and “Turn by the Cabin.” 

Second of Rod’s books is “Garden State 
Square Dances,” a collection of mostly singing 
calls.
